The 
normal term of SOAG is 18 months, but.a member's term. may be extended. 

If it becomes 
necessary to replace a member before he or she completes his term, the 
next highest vote getter will be asked to serve the unexpired term. 

No person may serve successive. terms, but may be reelected following 
a minimum of one year break. — e .
